On May 19, 1969, a source, who has furnis hed 
reliable information in the past, furnished a copy of a 
letter currently being distributed by the SDS National 
Office, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago. A xerox copy 
of this letter is attached hereto. 


This source advised that this letter reflects 
the current line of the national leadership of SDS with 
respect to summer work programs. The implementation of 
programs for summer work will be the responsibility of 
tbe various SDS regions and chapters. At the present 
time the national leadership is more persuaded to community 
work rather than industrial work as the means for 
individual SDS membership involvement in the coming summer. 
Partly this is a reaction to the Progressive Labor Party 
(PLP) inspired work-in program which under the label of 
SDS has received nationwide attention in the press. 


A characterization of SDS and PLP are attached.

PRUGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


The "New York Times" city edition Tuesday, April 20, 1965, 
page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" was 
formally. founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the PLP, which 
had been known as the Progressive Labor Movemont. 


According to the article, The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and Mortimer Scheer after they 
were expelled from the Communist Party «: the United States for assertedly 
following the Chinese Communist line. " 


A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held its Second 
National Convention in New York City May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which 
time the PLP reasserted its objective of the establishment of a militant 
working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of 
raising the consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working ciass struggle for state power. 


The source also advised that at the Sccond National Convention 
Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National Chairman of the PLP 
and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jarcd Israel, William Epton, Jacob Rosen, 
Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder were elected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly magazine; 
"World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and "Challenge-Desafio," a 
monthly newspaper. 

The August, 1968, issue of "Challenge-Desafio" sets forth 
that "above all, this paper is dedicated to the fight for a new way of life- 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, factories, 
the police, courts, and the entire Government on every level. "

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the “responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago,

We believe that racism must be fought at every 
turn, for American capitalism, ever since it was founded on the 
slave trade, has used racism to oppress people of color at home 
and around the world and to prevent working people within this 
country from uniting in struggle against their real enemies. 
American capitalism, in its unending search for bigger profits, has 
bled the people of Asia, Africa, and Latin America - and the working 
people of the world are rising up in just struggles against 
imperialism and are defeating the forces of exploitation and

National Convention in New York City May 31 to June 2, 1968. at which 
time the PLP reasserted its objective of the establishment of a militant 
working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
sccon plished through the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of 
raisins the consciousness of the people and helping, to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class strurgle for state power. 


The source also advised that at the Second National Convention 
Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National Chairman of the PLP 
and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, William Epton, Jacob Rosen. 
Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder were elected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor." a bimonthly magazine: 
"Wor!d Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and “Challenge-Desafio, " a 
monthly newspaper. 


The August, 1968, issue of Challenſte-Dogaſio“ sets forth 
that “above all, this paper is dedicated to the fight for n new way of iife- 
where the working men and women own and control their homes. factories.

youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
Proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
Publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome.

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), as it is known today, came into being at a founding 
convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. From an 
initial ideological posture of "participatory democracy," the current 
line of the national leadership reveals an adherence to Marxism-Leninism. 
Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutíonary Marxist-Leninist movement. The program 
of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights struggles to an anti- 
Vietnam war position and finally to its present advocacy of an anti- 
imperialist line, linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the 
other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support the policies of that country. 


SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper "New Left Notes" 
reflects the line of the national leadership and program adopted at 
meetings of the National Council and National Interim Committee 
(NIC). Three national officers and a NIC of eleven members are 
elected each SE during a June National Convention, 


SDS ‘Regional Offices and university and college chapters 
elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein program and 
ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter is autonomous in 
nature and is free to carry out independent policy and programs 
reflective of local conditions. 
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The current location for the SDS National Convention 
(NC) apparently has not been set even though the dates 6/9-15/69 
are firm. To date informants have only been able to advise that 
the NC will be in the midwest and that a camp (possibly Circle 
Pine Center)in.Michigan will be utilized). 


‘The recent National Council meetings in Austin, Texas, 
in 3/69 and Ann Arbor, Michigan, in 12/68 revealed a number of 
excellent informants as judged by their respective informant 
reports. Inasmuch as the forthcoming NC will be most important 
to the future direction of SDS, Chicago urges all offices having 
quality informants to request Burem authorization for their 
respective coverage of this NC. 


The 5/13/69 issue of "New Left Notes" revealed a 
constitutional change wherein tbe National Interim Committee 
NIC) will be increased from eight to 20. This not only 
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reflects a greater concern of SDS itself fa organizational 
matters but hopefully opens an avenue wherein gre of our 
informants may be considered for inclusion on the NIC. If 
not specifically elected, each informant must be urged to 
"develop close ties to those who will be elected in order that 
their future in SDS as a regional functionary in the National 
Office (NO) may become a reality. E.g., it would appear that 
the SDS Chapter at the University of Colorado is becoming 
‘influential in the national picture and that SDS personages 
such as BRUCE GOLDBERG and BRIAN MCQUERRY of Boulder may rise 
to the NIC. Further, BOB KIRKMAN of New York University and 
ARTHUR HOCHBERG of the NO are distinct possibilities for the 
NIC, With the increase of the NIC to 20, all offices are 
requested to analyze potential SDS leadership and specifically 
direct their informants during the forthcoming NC to take 
advantage of personal leadership possibilities thatmy arise. 
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In this regard the Bureaus advice is solicited as 
work in the NO would require the movement of an informant to 
Chicago necessitating an assessment of payment commensurate 
with the value of information such coverage would provide. 
There is no question but that this kind of coverage is an 
absolute necessity and will be of tremendous worth in answering 
the great volume of requests made by all offices in resolving 
regional and chapter matters as well as individuals functioning 
at these levels. The relationship of the National Office to 
regional offices and chapters will become more and more 
imprtant as SDS arrives at an ideological consensus through 
which organizational cohesiveness will follow. 


The immediate problem is then twofold: one, that 
quality informants on a regional and chapter level be directec 
to point their sights to membership on the NIC and if this is 
not feasible then to associate closely with those who are so 
elected,and secondly consider means by which an informant can 
transfer to Chicago to work in the NO thereby providing a base 
for future mtional leadership on his part. In these instances 
Chicago is specifically referring to quality informants, e.g., 
those who have shown a grasp of Marxism-Leninism and who have 
a penchant for ideological matters and/or who are persuaded to 
organizational work and who can aggressively prove his worth 
in this capacity. Obviously an informant who is closely 
aligned with Progressive Labor Party (PLP) forces cannot 
reasonably change his direction prior to the NC.. Then too 
the possibility continues to exist that PLP will again attempt 
a takeover, hence the need for this aspect of SDS/PLP coverage. 


The comments of each offices are solicited in this 
matter, and it is requested that such commentary be forwarded 
to the Bureau and Chicago at the earliest time in order that 
the most accurate assessment possible may be afforded this 
highly important aspect to the Bureau's national coverage.

It normally taxes a lifetine, 
so don't expect to do it in two or three months! But at least you are abie to 
question, to point out relationships they might not have thought of or night be 
afraid to express out loud. Try talking to workers individually, especially those 
who seem nore receptive. Don't start by using a lunchroom or platform for a "soap- 
box oration". Literature could be given out individually or stuck up in bathrooms 
at the beginning. Discuss in your group when to start giving it out en masse 
(often by students not working at that plant, at the gates). 


Try to make & few friends among the workers that might last beyond the 
summer. Two or three--or even one. And try to get their addresses and pnc:e nuz- 
bers before you leave the job. Otherwise it might be difficult to ever (sic) con- 
tact thez again. Join the bowling league or the baseball team. Avoi running hoze 
at the end of the day to the "safe" company of your old friends and politicil duédi 
Concentrate on making new friends. Go to the bar or whatever hang-out they go to 
after work. Don't try to overdo yourself here. If you can't holé your liquor, éon 
Ke a Zool of yourself trying to be what you think is "one of the boys". Get to 
work early--sit around and talk. This is very much worth the extra effort. 


Don't talk to workers like you know everything and they know nothing. First 
of all it's not true (probably the reverse). Secondly, even if you ĉo krow more 
about a particular subject (i.e. the facts about the Geneva ‘Agreement, the U. S. 
Support of the Diem dictatorship) that doesn't mean that by making & speech you 223 
set the facts across. Be patient. Make it an exchange of EXPERIENCE, NOT A ONZ- 
WAY AFFAIR. You'll make plenty of mistakes. Discuss them in your group. Don't 
give up the first time you do something wrong. After all, these workers were 
rookies too once, but they HAD to survive it because they had to eat.

That's an emotional area in which it may be very hard to convince such a father th 
your line on supporting his son is correct. Start by understanding his position o 
haying been brainwashed all these years and seeing his son in daily danger of "bei 
killed by the other side". In learning how to put forth an intelligent epproach in 
such situations, you will really be learning how to talk to people who are not 
simply on your side or sympathetic. 


After being there about a month, try to pick out a few workers who might be 
more advanced then the rest, concentrating more on individual discussion, with the 
hope of keeping them as friends or contacts after you leave the place. Taik about 

. the possibilities of the students offering the workers assistance in any struggles 

coming up in the future, on picket lines, demonstrations, even doing researcn for 

them. Don't necessarily start asking about union meetings. Many times they are 

suspended in the summer. If not, most workers don't attend and you're not going t 

build up any active attitude caucus movement in that direction in three nonths 

(most of which is spent on trial period and during which you may not even ve in th 

union). If, of course, there's something special going on and lots of workers 

appear headed toward a union meeting, you can go with them, but more to listen an 
learn than to orate. 


Not everything can be put down here about what you'll face. Keep in con- 
Stant contact with your group and discuss all problems with them. If possible, t 
to have at least two students (possibly more) get jobs in the same plant so they 
can compare notes, exchange experiences, criticize each other's mistakes, and 

(probably most important) make it possible to get & broader view of the place th 
that which comes from working.in just one department. However, if you do team up 
don't hang around together. It will be a constant temptation to talk to, eat and 
travel with the one person in your work-site who will be easier to cormunicate wi 
This is not to say that you should ignore each other's existence on the job, just 
that your primary aim will be to work and communicate with the permanent workers 
in the plant.

On May 23, 1969, the first source vas recontacted 
in connection with the above newspaper article and advised 
that an SDS sponsored demonstration, in fact, did occur 
on the NU caipus on Nay 22, 1969, at the Armory Building 
by some 200 students. Source statcd that due to the inclement 
weather, the ROTC drill was held inside the Armory and while 
the drill was in process, the above mentioned students entered 
the building and procecded to jeer and mimick the unit during 
the course of their drill.

James Rowley of the Secret Service, he introduced Messrs. Callahan and | 
myself to Dr. Arthur F% Burns, Counsellor to the President. As soon as 
Dr. Burns learned that we were with the FBI he became interested and 
said he had something of a problem with respect to a letter he had received 
from a college professor in New York relating to the Students for a 2 
Democratic Society. He said according to this letter he had received from / 
the professor in New York, the SDS owned a complex of apartment houses, / 


a fleet of cars and had a nationwide instantaneous communications setup. v

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Dr. Burns wanted to know whether we had any such information 
and I told him to my knowledge we did not and that it was my understanding 
that the SDS even though they had a national office operated rather loosely 
around the country on the various college campuses. I suggested to him 
that he refer the letter from the professor to us and we would be glad to 
look into it and he stated that he would prefer not doing that but instead 
would contact his professorial friend and suggest to him that he contact the 
FBI or that he permit Dr. Burns to furnish the information he has to the 
FBI. Dr. Burns indicated that whatever occurred he did plan to make 
available to us the information he had but at the same time he did not want 
to disturb his relationship and rapport with the academic community. I 
told him that under no circumstances would we want to consider interfering 
with his relationship with the academic community and we would be guided 
by whatever he-might suggest. He was given my name and telephone ex- 
tension and he said that he would probably be in touch with me some time 
in the near future.

S. D. S. is planning a program that will help students get summer jobs in an attempt to break 
down the barriers that are keeping students isolated. Students involved in the Summer Work- 
In will meet regularly to discuss their on-the-job experiences, contradictions they may face, 
how to speak to certain issues, conclusions drawn from their experiences with workers. The 
student Summer Work-In is an opportunity for students to learn from workers. 


L HOW TC RESEARCH JOBS IN YOUR AREA 


Manufacturing -- A Directory of Manufactures (from the library or Chamber of Commerce) 
lists plants, number employed, and sometimes a breakdown as to male and female employees. 


Transportation, utilities, hospitals--Consult phone book or ask librarian for any other dir- 
ectories, Also try union hiring halls. 


H WHAT JOES TO LOCK FOR 


Job seekers should try to get hired in places that have several hundred workers. Reasons 
for this include: a) If we want to distribute literature, the potential is greater, b) the 
larger the company, the beticr chance of a basic union, that the workers will have a sense of 
organization (even if the unfon is a sellout one), that there will be a tie-in to workers nation- 
ally, c) in large plants in national unions there is a better chance that workers will become 
part of (and have a history of) mass strike movements, rebellions against sellcut leadership, 
conflict with the gov. due to "national interest" injunctions, which might create the basis for 


agreater mutual exchange about questions relating to opposition to gov. policies, d) the larger 
he compauy, the likelier the existence of masses of unskilled jobs which we can fill, esp2c- 


as rcplacements for workers taking vacations. If at all possible, choose a plaut in the 
of your school, to facilitate-the possibility of worker-student alliances later on. 


` E you are white, select a plant where the majority are white. wi e workers might be 


thought of as more politically conscious, what we are trying to do is to rcach white workers 
on the questions of the war and racism, to name but two areas. If Black, a student should 
get £ job with Bleck workers, women should give special consideration to jobs where many 
women are employed (such as electrical industry, department stores, phone.)

Some places hire students specifically for the summer as replacement for workers on v2::2~- 
tion {altho usually bosses try to get by with not filling in, unléss the union contract has spec- 
ific stipulations and thy are enforced). Most won't hire a student, and in most cases it 
would be best not to mention you are a student (unless you have sounded out the situation 
before hand by sending someone who doesn't really want the job to agk questions, etc.). if 
“you can't say you're a student, you will have to come in as a high-school graduate with a 
| "former place of employment" for the past 1-4 years. Talk about this with your group be- 
forehand to work tbizze cut. In most cases indicate that whatever you did on your previous 
job involved some kind of mH‘ wc-. You're not afraid of real work, is the idea to get 
across. 


Bo familiar with whatever type of trarsportation will get you to work or say you "have a 
friend who works nearby." Some places won't hire you if they think you are a potential 
latecomer. 


Dreft status may be a problem, since 1-Y or even 4-7? applicants are usually turned down, 
and 2-S immediately reveals your student status. Try not to mention it and use your wits if 


they do. 


If you use a "background" story make sure your former boss knows about it, and make sure 
you were laid off" due to slow business, etc. and not fired. Choose a salary approximate 
to the job for which you are applying or a little less and make sure your former boss knows 
this too. 


-H you take an aptitude test, don't show off. Ona time test, answer about half the questions 
or they may be suspicious and want to use you in the "front office". Sometimes it is hard to 
judge, and if possible it is good for someone to test out the situation for you. 


If you have any physical defects which can't be detected from a normal physical exam, don't 
mention them. Companies are wary of hiring someone with previous injuries which could be 
re-injured, creating the bzsis for a suit. 


You should be at your first place looking at around 8:30 or 9:00, and don't go to your last 
place any later than noon, Otherwise they'll think you never get up till noon. Generally don't 
wear a suit, but don't dress like a slob or a hippy. Sports jacket/dress with low heels 
usually will do.

“Don't be shocked by the racist remarks of the white workers, by confused political impres- 
; “sions, pro-war talk, keeping-up-with-th-Joneses' talk, if the workers understood racism, 
the war, migd!e clesa morality, capitalist manipulation, etc., things would not be the way 
they are. let them krow you're z student as soon as possible without risking the job. 
You can't be honest with the workers unt they know. Altho some workers think students are 
snobs (some are), they also respect education and want their kids to go to college. Your jœ 
is to bring across the identity of interests between students and workers. Without workers 
there would be no universities, they create the wealth and have the power, Without them, 
no basic changes can happen in the system, etc. 


But we are there with a specific purpose - to talk about political issues even the student 
movement, since-we will have a chance to "change our image" from what the press has said 
aboutus. Talking about racism among white workers is no easy thing, to point out how the 
boss uses race, union, sex, craft, nationality, etc. to separate workers. It is easier to sit 
on them if they are divided, etc. The illusions created by the coming elections will be hard 
to combat, We can't expect wild things in three months, but we can begin to question, to 
point out relationships they might not have thought about or might be afraid to express out 
loud, and we can begin to learn how to express these ideas without being presumptous or 
arrogant. Try talking to receptive individuals, don't start by using a lunchroom for a “soap 
box oration". Discuss the use of literature, when to use, what kind. 


Try to make a few friends to last beyond the summer, and try to get their addresses and 
phone numbers before you leave the job. Otherwise, it might be hard to contact them again. 
Concentrate on making new friends, even join a bowling team, etc. 


Don't telk to workers like you know everything and they know nothing. First of all, it's not 
true (probably the reverse). Even if you do know more about the specifics of the Genova 
Agrecments or statistics on Black Oppression, that doesn't mean that by making a speech 
you'll get the facts across. Be patient, make it an exchange of experience not a one-way 
affair. We will all make mistakes, don't give up! Discuss things with the group. The 
workers were all rookies once, but they survived because they had to; they had to eat. 


2 Try to record your experiences by day or week. Just a few notes about Ge events will 
Ux "be invaluable for other people participating in the Work-in, for those next summer and for 
other publicity such as a regional newsletter or New Left Notes (or any other). 


Come to work on time! Latencss is the first cause of being fired KA trial period, Don't 
start broadside against the union leadership. Listen, ask questions about grievances nud 
perhaps suggest types of fights if you can think of something. Bot don't feel compelled to 
give leadership on all questions. One important resvit of your job may just be an apprecia- 
tion of what workers are up against in their fight against the boss, the gov. and sellout union 
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š leadership. Knowledge of the in-plant gripes will help if there to be follow-up along + 
lines of work-student alliance when you get back to school. You will be able to relate c 
leaflets to actual problems inside the gates. I 


Remember when you start talking about the war, many workers who agree with you will keep 
quiet, while the supporters will speak out. Don't get into knock-down, drag-out argumen:s 
with the latter, rather talk with the ones you're making friends with, Don't get yourself into 
a position of being “you against the workers". Know the facts (the group could compile per- 
tinent bibliographies)! If you talk with workers whose sons are in Viet Nam, be careful. 
‘That's an emotional area in which it may be very hard to convince him that your idea of 
supporting his son is ccrrect, Start by understanding his position of having been brain- 
washed all these years and seeing his sc: in danger "from the other side". To convince an 
already convinced student is one thing, to change the mind of this worker will be a task we 
will have to develop patience and understanding for. 


After you are there a month, or so, try to pick a few workers who are interested in your 
ideas and who have friends in the shop, concentrate on individual discussions with the hope 

of keeping these workers as contact after you leave. Talk about the possibilities of students 
offering the workers assistance in any struggles coming up, on picket lines, doing rese lrch， 
etc. Don't necessarily start asking about union meetings. Many times they are suspended 
during the summer or at any rate many workers don't attend mcetings. If there are meetings. 
go if you are asked to, but with the idea of listening rather than orating. 


Since only general things have been covered here, it will be essential to keep in close con- 
tact with the group to discuss problems with them. If possible, try to have two students in 
the same job to compare notes, exchange experiences, and get a broader view of the place. 
However, if the students work together, they should not team up. It will be a constant temp- 
tation to stick with the person you know the best, can communicato with easiest, etc. This 
is not to say that you should ignore each other on the job, just that your primary aim will be 
to work and communicate with the permanent workers in the plant.

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), as it is known today, came into being at a founding 
convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. From an 
initial ideological posture of "participatory democracy," the current 
line of the national leadership revcals an adherence to Marxism- Leninism. 
Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement, The progr: m 
of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights struggles to an anti- 
Vietnam war position and finally to its prescnt advocacy of an anti- 
imperialist line, linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the 
other hand, SDS: regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support the policies of that country. 


SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper "New Left Notes" 
reflects the line of the national leadership and program adopted at 
meetings of the National Council and National Interim Committec 
(NIC). Three national officers and a NIC of cleven members are 
elected each year during a June National Convention. 


SDS Regional Offices and university and college chapters 
elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein program and 
ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter is autonomous in 
nature and is [ree to carry out independent policy and programs 
reflective of local conditions.

A source advised in July, 1968, that the 
Revolutionary Union,:comion)y known to its membership as 
the Red Union (RU), is a Covert, revolutionary Marxist- 
Leninist organization foracd In Carly 19068 for the purpose 
of instilling the line of the Communist Party of China into 
the political situation in the United States, The membership 
of the RU espouse the militant communtsm of MAO Tse-tuny: and 
believe in the necessity of violent revolution and open 
guerrilla warfare to overthrow the present political system 
in the United states and effect radical changes in this nation. 


In August, 1965, a second source advised that thc 
RU in the San Francisco area consists of four locals, one 
in San Francisco, onc in Palo Alto, znd two in the East Bay 
area. The leadership of the RU consists of formes lung- 
time mcubers of the CP, USA whose revolu tioniry activities 
date back into the 1930s and who broke with the CP in the 
late 19505, accusing the CP of revisionism. The membership 
of the RU is made-up of radical, Jeft-win; youths whe have 
participated in student denowitrations and draft resistance 
movements. The RU Jooks to Connunisit China as the model of 
the correct revolutionary sáarxist-Lcninist line and the works 
of MAU Tse-tung are read and discussed in the weekly education 
classes. 


According; to this source, thc membership of the RU 
have studied and practiced guerrilla warfare techniques and 
Sone of tho weabers have engaged in practice with firearas. 
The KU is against fircurws control laws because such laws 
would make it more difficult for thea to obtain weapons, 
and one of the leaders has stated that any traitor to the 
RU would be killed,

PRUGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


The "New York Times" city edition Tuesday, April 20, 1965, 
page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" was 
formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the PLP, which 
had been known as the Progressive Labor Movement. 


According to the article, The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and "7. rlimer Scheer after they 
were expelled from the Communist Party: ‘he United States for assertedly 
following the Chinese Communist line." 


A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held its Second 
National Convention in New York City May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which 
time the PLP reasserted its objective of the establishment of a militant 
working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of 
raising the consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class strugjtle lor state power. 


The source also advised that at the Second National Convention 
Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National Chairnian of the PLP 
and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, William Epton, Jacob Rosen, 
Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder were clected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly magazine; 
"World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and "Challenge-Desafio," a 
monthly newspaper. 


The August, 1968, issue of "Challenze-Desafio" sets forth 
that "above all, this paper is dedicated to the fight for a new way of life- 
where the working men and women own and control thcir homes, factories, 
me police, courts, and the entire Government on every level." 


The source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP utilizes an 
address of General Post Office Box 808, "Brooklyn, New York. and also 
“utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union Square,West New 'ork, New York.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the 1 fe. politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. H was organized by "kd by George Seale, 
BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister ú. Lefense. Newton 
As presently serving a sentence oír 2 to 15 years on a c nvietion of man- 
Slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which further 
describes itself as (he Black Commumty News Service," states that the 
BPP advocates the use of puns and puerrilla tactics in its revolutionary 
program to end oppression of the bl: wk people. . Residents of the black 
community are urged to arm themselves against the police who are con- 
sistently referred to in the publication as “pigs” who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther“ issue of September 7. 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray. which 
ends with the following: : 

"Black men, Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pies everywhere.” 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 
October 5, 1968, edition of “The Black Panther" i5 the statement, “. 
we will not dissent from American Government, We will overthrow it." 


Issues of “The Black Panthe r“ regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tuny of the People's Republic
